RDNC  celebrates  25th  anniversary 

Non-profit  organizations  provide  diverse  array  of  neighborhood  services 


Voters  to

A  proposed  solution  to  the  de¬ 
bate  over  entrance  and  exit  lanes 
for  a  new  underground  parking 
garage  at  the  Music  Concourse  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  will  be  decid¬ 
ed  by  voters  this  November. 

To  solve  the  problem  of  how 
to  best  comply  with  the  traffic  re¬ 
quirements  mandated  by 
Proposition  J,  the  1998  Golden 
Gate  Park  Revitalization  Act,  SF 
Supervisor  Ross  Mirkirimi  has 
proposed  two  amendments  to  the 
Park  Code  and  the  proposition’s 
Administrative  Code.  The  SF 
Board  of  Supervisors  voted 
unanimously  to  put  the  items  on 
the  ballot. 

“Proposition  J  included  cer¬ 
tain  traffic  restrictions  and  re¬ 
quirements,  but  the  wording  of 
the  law  was  considered  ambigu¬ 
ous,  and  there  have  been  differ¬ 
ing  interpretations,”  said  Chris 
Duderstadt  of  the  Alliance  for 
Golden  Gate  Park,  one  of  the 
groups  monitoring  the  park’s  ren¬ 
ovation  projects. 

A  judicial  review  of  the  issue 
on  June  16  determined  that  all 
entrances  and  exits  to  the  garage 
must  begin  at  a  point  outside  the 
park  or  be  served  by  a  dedicated 
access  lane  beginning  at  a  point 
located  outside  the  park. 

In  response  to  this  decision, 
the  Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse 
Authority  and  the  SF  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission  approved 
a  plan  calling  for  the  creation  of 
two  dedicated  access  lanes  be¬ 
ginning  at  the  Ninth  Avenue  and 
Lincoln  Way  entrance  to  the  park 
and  running  along  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.  Drive  to  the  garage’s  en¬ 
trance  at  Concourse  Drive,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Duderstadt. 

“Unfortunately,  this  would  ne¬ 
cessitate  having  to  widen  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  Drive  to  four 
lanes,  and  everybody  agreed  that

Concealed  modestly  behind  a 
large  row  of  bushes  and  a  tall  cy¬ 
press  tree,  the  red  ceramic-shin¬ 
gled  roofs  and  green  trim  of  the 
Richmond  District  Neighborhood 
Center’s  (RDNC)  Spanish-style 
bungalows  create  a  relatively 
unassuming  facade.  Yet,  the  three 
beige  stucco-covered  buildings 
are  home  to  the  central  nervous 
system  of  many  area  programs. 

Celebrating  25  years  of  com¬ 
munity  service,  the  RDNC  is 
holding  it’s  annual  fundraising 
event  at  the  California  Palace  of

Milk  containers,  toothbrushes, 
flip-flops,  plastic  cutlery,  bottle- 
caps,  shotgun  wadding,  prescrip¬ 
tion  bottles:  These  are  the  flot¬ 
sam  and  jetsam  of  people’s  lives, 
dancing  their  way  along  a  70- 
foot-long  cord  strung  down  a 
bright,  windowed  corridor. 

It’s  shocking  to  see  so  much 
trash  lined  up  at  waist  level  as 
part  of  an  art  exhibit.  But  that’s 
the  point:  to  get  the  viewer  to 
think  about  what  happens  to  then- 
garbage  after  they  have  thrown  it 
away. 

“Lunch”  was  created  by  hus- 
band-and-wife  artists  Judith 
Selby-Lang  and  Richard  Lang 
from  trash  they  picked  up  while 
strolling  the  beach  at  Crissy  Field 
for  just  90  minutes  last  February. 
The  installation  was  part  of  this

“The  center’s  role  is  to  offer 
cultural  diversity  and  to  provide 
a  safe  environment  for  the  young 
to  old  by  offering  affordable 
childcare,  after-school  programs, 
music  lessons  and  free  art  work¬ 
shops,”  said  Jane  Louie,  office 
manager  and  arts  coordinator. 

“Our  main  mission  is  to  make 
life  livable  in  the  Richmond 
District,”  said  Executive  Director 
Pat  Kaussen.  “We  try  to  address 


summer’s  Eco  Visions  Exhibit  at 
The  Gallery  at  Thoreau  in  the 
Presidio. 

Both  Langs  have  art-related 
day-jobs  to  support  their  habits  - 
Judith  teaches  art  and  Richard 
owns  Trillium  Press  in  Brisbane 
-  and  they  create  their  own  envi¬ 
ronmental-themed  art. 

The  Langs’  art  projects  draw 
attention  to  an  environmental 
problem:  Plastic  never  breaks 
down  in  the  environment. 

According  to  Capt.  Charles 
Moore,  founder  of  Algalita 
Marine  Research  Foundation 
(AMRF),  as  much  as  one-fourth 
of  all  plastic  manufactured  ends 
up  in  the  world’s  oceans. 

“We  think  we  can  dump  it  in 
the  ocean  and  it  disappears,”  said 
Richard.  “But  there’s  so  much  of 
it  now  that  it’s  not  disappearing. 
Nor  did  it  ever.” 


a  lot  of  the  challenges  that  fami¬ 
lies  and  individuals  have  living 
in  our  very  expensive  city.” 

Located  at  741  30th  Ave.,  be¬ 
tween  Balboa  and  Cabrillo 
streets,  the  RDNC  serves  the 
community  through  a  number  of 
outlets,  with  the  majority  of  as¬ 
sistance  through  after-school  pro¬ 
grams  provided  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary,  middle  and  high  school  lev¬ 
els. 

“We  serve  over  2,000  people  a 
day  through  a  myriad  of  pro¬ 
grams,”  Kaussen  said. 

Chaperoning  more  than  300 
students  per  year,  the  Richmond 


While  there’s  plastic  through¬ 
out  the  world’s  oceans,  gyres  — 
where  high  pressure  zones  swirl 
currents  together  “like  a  toilet 
that  never  flushes,”  according  to 
Moore  —  are  particularly  dense 
collection  points.  Scientists  now 
give  gyres  nicknames,  like 
“Eastern  Garbage  Patch.”  Moore 
has  led  several  research  trips  to 
the  Great  North  Pacific  Central 
Gyre,  an  Africa-size  gyre  that 
spans  10  million  square  miles. 

Because  these  areas  were  tra¬ 
ditionally  rich  in  zooplankton 
and  other  food,  numerous 
wildlife  visits  the  area  to  feed. 
This  allure  now  makes  it  danger¬ 
ous  for  the  wildlife. 

Curtis  Ebbesmeyer  is  an 
oceanographer  who  spent  40 
years  studying  plastic  in  the

District  After  School 
Collaborative  for  elementary 
school  students  operates  at 
Alamo,  Lafayette,  Cabrillo, 
George  Peabody  and  Argonne 
schools.  Activities  include  poet¬ 
ry,  music,  visual  and  performing 
arts  classes,  with  tutoring  and 
counseling  services  also  avail¬ 
able. 

George  Washington  High 
School  and  Presidio  Middle 
School  host  the  Richmond 
Village  Beacon  -  one  of  the  eight 
beacon  centers  in  Shn  Francisco 
-  which  serves  more  than  1,000 
students  per  year.  The  program 
offers  computer,  citizenship  and 
ESL  classes,  as  well  as  tutoring 
and  leadership  development,  and 
a  variety  of  recreational  activi¬ 
ties. 

The  Multi-Cultural  Children’s 
Arts  Program  serves  approxi¬ 
mately  500  children  ages  6  to  12 
through  its  36  Saturday  art  work¬ 
shops.  The  program  culminates 
with  a  community-wide  multi¬ 
cultural  children’s  art  fair  held  on 
the  second  Saturday  in  June. 

The  RDNC  also  hosts  tenant 
programs,  which  use  the  facilities 
but  are  not  run  by  the  center. 

The  Cross  Cultural  Family 
Center  is  an  early  childcare  pro¬ 
gram  serving  more  than  50  fami¬ 
lies,  emphasizing  self-esteem, 
cultural  diversity  and  respect  for 
parents. 

“It’s  a  wonderful  organization 
with  other  sites  across  the  city,” 
Kaussen  said.  “There  are  two 
here,  one  for  2  year  olds  and  one 
for  3  to  5  year  olds.” 

Another  tenant,  the 
Community  Music  Center,  in-

structs  approximately  500  stu¬ 
dents  with  private  lessons  on  pi¬ 
ano,  guitar,  percussion,  strings 
and  voice.  Fees  are  on  a  sliding 
scale  and  financial  aid  is  avail¬ 
able. 

The  RDNC  also  acts  as  a  fis¬ 
cal  agent  for  other  organizations, 
including  the  Richmond  District 
Interfaith-Neighborhood  Agency 
Coalition  and  Morning  Stars 
Theatre,  a  Russian  children’s  mu¬ 
sical  theater. 

*  Built  in  the  ’20s  or  ’30s, 
Kaussen  said  the  RDNC’s  bunga¬ 
lows’  “residential  apartment” 
style  comes  from  their  origin  as  a 
birthing  center  and  orphanage  for 
unwed  mothers. 

During  the  mid  1900s,  the 
property  was  taken  over  by 
Lucinda  Weeks,  who  established 
a  residential  school  for  handi¬ 
capped  children. 

The  RDNC’s  creation  came  in 
1980,  when  the  then  unused  fa¬ 
cility  was  scheduled  for  demoli¬ 
tion. 

“A  notice  went  out  that  this 
property  was  going  to  be  sold 
with  a  100-year-long  lease  by  the 
SF  Unified  School  District  for  it 
to  be  turned  into  condos,” 
Kaussen  said. 

However,  she  said  a  grass¬ 
roots  community  movement  de¬ 
cided  local  services  were  more 
important  than  housing  develop¬ 
ment. 

“Two  people  spearheaded  the 
effort,  and  stuck  with  it  through 
the  formative  years:  Linda  Fries 
and  Sue  Lee,”  Kaussen  said. 

In  1990,  as  Kaussen  was  look¬ 
ing  to  get  out  of  her  career  in  the 
restaurant  business,  she  was  con¬ 
tacted  by  Fries,  an  acquaintance 


who  offered  her  a  leadership  role 
with  the  RDNC.  She  has  been 
there  ever  since. 

Though  modest  about  her 
work,  Kaussen’s  achievements 
are  evident  and  echoed  by  her 
co-workers. 

“Pat  has  steadily  expanded  the 
center’s  breadth  of  services  and 
its  reach  into  the  community,” 
said  Deputy  Director  Lin 
Ishihara.  “She  has  increased  the 
scope  of  funding  for  the  agency, 
as  well  as  its  connections  with 
elected  officials,  governmental 
agencies  and  non-profit  partners. 
She  is  passionate  about  the  im¬ 
portance  of  community  and  she 
exemplifies  the  caring,  inclusive¬

Residents  of  the  Sunset 
District  near  Ocean  Beach  have 
been  dealing  with  a  long-stand¬ 
ing  set  of  concerns  regarding 
quality-of-life  issues. 

Pat  Maguire,  a  neighborhood 
block  captain  and  the  owner  of  a 
neighborhood  coffeehouse,  said 
one  of  the  chief  complaints  resi¬ 
dents  have  about  the  beach  is 
pollution. 

“I  like  a  fire  at  the  beach  as 
well  as  the  next  person,”  he  said, 
“but  people  are  burning  drift¬ 
wood  with  creosote  in  it  and  it’s 
toxic.  After  the  fire  party  is  over, 
the  wood  continues  to  smolder 
and  after  that  we  have  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  garbage  and  nails  being 
left  on  the  beach,  where  it  really 
poses  a  hazard;  people  have  been 
injured  and  we  need  the  City  to 
address  this  issue.”

root  of  the  center’s  work.” 

Kaussen  always  tries  to  make 
the  RDNC  the  focus  for  commu¬ 
nity  activities  and  events,  said 
Charles  Corsiglia,  senior  pro¬ 
gram  director  of  the  Richmond 
District  After  School 
Collaborative. 

Regarding  the  future  role  of 
the  RDNC,  Kaussen  said  the  cen¬ 
ter  could  be  moving  into  the 
“housing  business.” 

“Housing  is  a  huge  problem  in 
San  Francisco,”  Kaussen  said. 

One  solution  may  be  develop¬ 
ing  property  already  owned  by 
the  RDNC,  which  Kaussen  said 
could  be  turned  into  low-cost 
housing  -  possibly  for  educators 
-  in  the  next  five  to  10  years. 

fires  still 

Dave  Ferguson,  also  has  experi¬ 
ence  dealing  with  the  problems. 

“The  fires  are  a  real  concern, 
and  in  recent  years  there’s  been 
an  increase  in  people  getting 
drunk  and  the  amount  of  vio¬ 
lence;  but  the  real  problem  is  one 
of  jurisdiction,”  said  Ferguson. 
“The  local  cops  can’t  act  effec¬ 
tively  on  federal  land  and  the 
federal  cops  can’t  act  on  City 
land.  So  it’s  as  if  we’re  stuck  in- 
between  jurisdictions  while  the 
problem  just  goes  on  and  on.” 

Rich  Weideman,  a  public  af¬ 
fairs  spokesman  for  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  ac¬ 
knowledged  the  concerns  of  the 
neighborhood  and  the  residents 
of  the  area. 

“We  take  it  very  seriously.”  he 
said,  “There  are  a  series  of  inter¬ 
connected  issues  involved  rang¬ 
ing  from  jurisdiction,  which  is 
frustrating  for  the  residents,  and 
other  issues  involving  maintain¬ 


ing  the  beach;  the  tidal  flow  and 
the  shifting  of  the  sand,  and 
funding  for  maintenance  all 
make  it  a  complex  formula,  but 
we’re  serious  about  answering 
people’s  concerns.” 

Asked,  about  digging  pits  for 
bonfires,  Weideman  said  the  idea 
was  considered  but  ran  into  the 
problem  of  the  extreme  shifts  in 
the  tide,  which  rise  and  fall  dra¬ 
matically  and  affects  the  level  of 
the  dunes. 

“There’s  even  an  issue  with 
the  fact  that  the  wall  facing  the 
beach  is  of  historical  signifi¬ 
cance,”  he  added.  “The  wall  was 
constructed  a  long  time  ago  and 
in  dealing  with  graffiti  removal, 
for  example,  we  have  to  follow 
federal  guidelines  to  make  sure 
we  don’t  damage  the  wall.” 

Ferguson  is  understanding,  up 
to  a  point,  but  says  he’s  had  con¬ 
frontations  with  people  on  the 
beach  who,  he  said,  were  drunk 


and  abusive,  and  when  he  called 
the  police  for  assistance  he  found 
them  to  be  less  than  enthusiastic 
about  dealing  with  the  problem. 

“We’ve  had  hundreds  of  vol¬ 
unteers  come  down  here  to  help 
with  the  clean-up,  but,  ultimately, 
the  city  and  the  federal  authori¬ 
ties  will  have  to  step  up  the  plate 
on  this  and  resolve  it.” 

Maguire  agreed  and  added 
that  the  threat  to  wildlife  is  seri¬ 
ous  as  is  the  danger  to  children 
using  the  beach. 

“Nails,  fires  that  are  still  hot, 
broken  glass,  you  name  it,  during 
clean-ups,  we’ve  found  it,” 
Maguire  said.  “One  8-year-old 
child  was  badly  burned  after 
falling  into  a  fire  that  looked  as  if 
it  was  out,  but  was  still  hot.  Add 
the  illegal  fireworks,  and  we’ve 
got  a  serious  quality-of-life  issue 
that  has  to  be  dealt  with.”

Sept,  is  traffic  safety  month 


September  is  “Traffic  Safety  Month”  in 
San  Francisco. 

As  I  stated  in  last  month’s  article,  the 
SF  Police  Department,  in  concert  with  the 
American  Automotive  Association  (AAA), 
is  launching  a  traffic  safety  campaign  in 
the  Richmond  District.  On  Sept.  8,  SF 
Police  Chief  Fleather  Fong  will  join  Merry 
Banks,  AAA  special  projects  manager,  and 
me  for  a  kick-off  event  at  the  Richmond 
Recreation  Center,  located  at  25 1  1 8th 
Ave.  There  will  be  a  ceremony,  barbecue 
and  informational  material  available  con¬ 
cerning  child,  pedestrian  and  motorist  safe¬ 
ty.  Everyone  is  welcome  to  join  us  at  the 
free  event,  which  will  run  from  1 1  a.m.  un¬ 
til  2  p.m.  The  kick-off  event  is  being  gen¬ 
erously  sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Officers’  Association. 

Traffic  safety  is  often  at  the  forefront  of 
the  community’s  concerns  in  the 
Richmond  District.  Therefore,  in  the  spirit 
of  the  September  campaign,  I  have  gath¬ 
ered  some  relevant  information  that  I 
would  like  to  pass  on.  The  majority  of  in¬ 
formation  and  statistics  was  gleaned  from 
two  Web  sites:  www.aaafoundation.org 
and  www.nhtsa.dot.gov. 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety 
Administration  (NHTSA)  reported  in  2002 
that  traffic  collisions  were  the  leading 
cause  of  death  in  the  U.S.  for  people  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  3  and  33.  Historically, 
teens  have  the  highest  fatality  and  injury 
rates  in  traffic  collisions.  Some  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  for  this  startling  statistic  may  be: 

•  Teens  are  more  likely  to  disregard  seat 
belts  than  adults; 

•  Teen  drivers  and  their  passengers  are 
less  likely  to  use  their  safety  belts  when 
they  have  been  drinking; 

•  Male  teens  are  less  likely  to  wear  seat 
belts  than  female  teens. 

As  you  can  see,  there  is  a  direct  rela¬ 
tionship  between  teen  death  rates  in  traffic 
collisions  and  safety  belt  use.  Safety  belts 
should  always  be  worn,  even  when  riding 
in  vehicles  equipped  with  air  bags,  because 
air  bags  are  designed  to  work  with  safety 
belts,  not  alone.  When  used  properly,  safe¬ 
ty  belts  can  reduce  the  risk  of  fatalities  to 
front-seat  passengers  by  nearly  50  percent. 
Also,  remember,  wearing  safety  belts  is  not 
an  option  -  it  is  the  law. 

Driver  inattention  or  “distraction”  is  a 
major  contributing  factor  in  traffic  colli¬ 
sions.  Officers,  when  conducting  an  inves¬ 
tigation  at  the  scene  of  an  accident  for  the 
purposes  of  filing  a  report,  should  deter¬ 
mine  if  one  or  more  of  the  drivers,  just  pri¬ 
or  to  the  collision  had  been  distracted  by 

High  school  teens 
serve  in  Mexico 

Sixteen  high  school  teens  who  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  YMCA  of  San  Francisco’s 
“Sun  and  Service”  program  returned  home 
from  Baja  Mexico  on  Tuesday,  July  26,  af¬ 
ter  a  successful  trip  serving  the  youth  and 
families  of  San  Quentin. 

The  trip  was  run  and  organized  by 
Kristin  Flores  of  the  Peninsula  Family 
YMCA,  Erin  Reedy  of  the  Stonestown 
YMCA,  and  Josh  Leonard  of  the 
Richmond  District  YMCA.  The  San 
Francisco  teens  participated  in  building 
and  beautification  project^,  including 
painting,  tree  removal  and  park  repair,  and 
camp-oriented  activities  with  local  youth, 
including  arts,  crafts,  sports  and  games.  In 
addition,  the  group  brought  with  them  20 
bags  of  donated  sports  equipment,  arts  and 
craft  supplies  and  building  materials  to  dis¬ 
tribute  to  the  community. 

The  Sun  and  Service  Program  was  a 
success  due  largely  to  the  hard  work,  flexi¬ 
bility,  dedication  and  attitude  of  the  teens 
involved,  according  to  Richmond  District 
YMCA  Executive  Director  Robert 
Sindelar.  He  said  the  program  is  a  great  ve¬ 
hicle  for  developing  character,  confidence 
and  leadership  skills. 


something  oth¬ 
er  than  driv¬ 
ing,  which 
may  have  af¬ 
fected  their 
ability  to  react 
or  drive  defen¬ 
sively.  The 
NHTSA  esti¬ 
mates  that 
driver  inatten¬ 
tion  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  25  to  30  percent  of  reported  traf¬ 
fic  collisions  (approximately  1.2  million 
per  year). 

The  most  common  distractions  are  pas¬ 
senger  distractions  (babies  and  children  by 
far  created  a  much  greater  distraction  for 
drivers  than  did  adult  passengers),  cell 
phone  and  pager  use,  eating  and  drinking, 
music,  smoking  and  conversing. 

Internal  distractions  include  looking  for 
change,  picking  something  up,  searching 
in  the  glove  compartment,  manipulating 
vehicle  controls,  etc. 

Look  at  this  list  of  internal  and  external 
distractions  again  and  make  a  mental  note 
of  how  many  of  these  distr-“actions”  you 
engage  in  while  driving.  How  many  do 
you  do  at  once?  When  you  are  driving,  all 
of  your  attention  should  be  devoted  to  that 
activity. 

If  you  have  infants  or  children  in  the 
vehicle  that  require  attention,  pull  over  and 
attend  to  their  needs  safely.  There  are 
many  devices  now  available  which  allow 
you  to  use  your  cell-phone  “hands-free.” 
This  is  better  than  one  hand  on  the  wheel 
and  one  hand  on  the  ear,  but  your  focus  is 
still  diverted.  For  your  safety  and  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  everyone  else  on  the  road,  pull  over 
to  place  or  answer  telephone  calls. 

We’ve  all  seen,  heard  about,  fallen  vic¬ 
tim  or  feared  the  aforementioned  encoun¬ 
ters  with  aggressive  drivers,  otherwise 
known  as  “road-ragers.”  Who  are  they? 
These  are  the  drivers  you  see  in  your  rear 
view  mirror  that  appear  to  be  just  a  few 
inches  from  your  bumper.  These  are  the 
drivers  that  have  no  regard  for  stop  signs, 
right-of-ways  or  red  lights.  These  are  the 
drivers  that  make  sudden  and  unsafe  lane 
changes  or  abrupt  stops  and  pass  in  the 
parking  lane.  These  are  the  drivers  that 
disregard  all  rules  of  the  road  and  rules  of 
courtesy  in  general. 

If  you  encounter  an  aggressive  driver, 
try  to  get  out  of  their  way  and  don’t  allow 
them  to  drag  you  into  a  potentially  danger¬ 
ous  and  volatile  situation.  Some  road  rage 
encounters  result  in  assaults.  Also,  avoid 
eye  contact  and  ignore  inappropriate  ges¬ 
tures.  Otherwise,  you  may  be  tempted  to 
return  the  insult,  which  will  only  escalate 
the  situation. 

If  you  have  a  cell  phone  (and  can  do  it 
safely)  report  the  incident  to  the  police. 

The  dispatcher  will  want  information,  such 
as  the  vehicle’s  license  plate  number,  a 
brief  description  of  the  driver  and  vehicle 
and  the  direction  of  travel. 

If  an  aggressive  driver  is  involved  in  a 
crash,  stand  by  at  a  safe  distance  to  meet 
with  a  police  officer.  Your  account  of  their 
behavior  can  be  important  to  an  investiga¬ 
tion. 

Road  rage  incidents  pack  a  two-fold 
threat  in  that  there  is  the  chance  that  a 
driver  with  that  level  of  aggression  will  get 
into  a  collision  at  some  point  and  if  you  do 
get  into  a  crash  or  near-miss,  even  if  it’s 
their  fault,  often  this  will  incite  them  to 
commit  an  assault.  So,  please,  follow  the 
suggestions  above  to  avoid  a  situation  like 
this. 

Traffic  safety  is  a  field  with  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  information  and  statistics.  If  you 
are  interested  in  learning  more,  you  can 
check  out  the  Web  sites  fisted  above  or  en¬ 
ter  some  key  words  into  your  favorite 
Internet  search  engine.  The  only  limit  is 
your  time.  I  could  keep  going  here,  but  I’ll 
save  some  information  for  another  day.

Help  keep  democracy  alive 


What  makes  a  democracy  vi¬ 
brant  and  enduring?  It  is  not 
enough  just  to  vote  on  election 
day.  It  is  also  important  for  peo¬ 
ple  from  all  walks  of  life  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  actual  decision 
making  process  of  government. 

Here  in  San  Francisco,  we 
have  a  long  tradition  of  citizen 
participation  and  I  think  it  is  one 
of  the  chief  duties  of  any  elected 
official  to  nurture  and  sustain  that 
tradition. 

Luckily,  we  are  blessed  with 
an  extraordinarily  talented  popu¬ 
lation.  Let  me  highlight  one  ex¬ 
ample. 

Recently,  I  appointed  Jagruti 
Shukla,  M.D.,  to  the  Mental 
Health  Board  (MHB).  As  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  board,  she  is  one  of  the 
people  responsible  for  the  over¬ 
sight  of  San  Francisco’s  mental 
health  system.  She  will  also  be 
reviewing  the  City’s  plan  for  its 
new  Proposition  63  mental  health 
funding.  The  money  comes  from 
a  state  proposition  passed  last 
November,  taxing  1  percent  of 
income  over  $1  million  a  year. 

The  goal  of  Proposition  63  is 
nothing  less  than  transforming 
the  public  mental  health  system. 
One  hope  is  to  make  the  system 
much  more  accessible,  especially 
to  the  most  vulnerable  popula¬ 
tions. 

The  Mental  Health  Board 
(MHB)  will  be  holding  public 
hearings  to  give  everyone  in  San 
Francisco  a  chance  to  weigh  in 
on  the  plan.  The  board  will  then 
write  a  report  making  recommen¬ 
dations  for  changes  in  the  plan 
based  on  public  input. 

Now,  let  me  tell  you  a  bit 
about  my  appointee  to  illustrate 
what  members  of  the  public  can 
bring  to  government. 

Jagruti  is  a  primary  care 
physician  who  also  has  a  masters 
degree  in  public  health  from 
Harvard  University.  She  recently 
became  the  medical  director  of 
the  Primary  Care  Clinic  at  the 
San  Mateo  Medical  Center. 

Jagruti  has  worked  with 
youth,  educating  forth  and  fifth 
graders  about  being  tobacco-free. 


coordinated  presentations  to  high 
school  students  on  health  issues, 
and  volunteered  as  the  team 
physician  for  a  high  school  foot¬ 
ball  team. 

She  also  has  experience  work¬ 
ing  abroad,  where  she  was  in¬ 
volved  with  a  medical  relief  pro¬ 
ject  in  Honduras  and  was  a  part 
of  the  Patch  Adams  program 
with  Global  Exchange,  helping 
clinics  in  Cuba.  She  speaks  fluent 
Spanish. 

I  am  very  proud  to  have  her  as 
my  appointee  and  I  am  so  thank¬ 
ful  for  all  the  people  in  San 
Francisco  who  are  willing  to  do¬ 
nate  their  time  and  their  remark¬ 
able  talents  to  making  San 
Francisco  a  better  place  to  live.

New  museum  honors  Playland

My  memories  of  Playland  at 
the  Beach  date  front  the  early 
’60s,  when  I  first  arrived  in  San 
Francisco.  It  was  my  habit,  as  I 
roamed  the  country,  to  take  bus 
tours  of  the  cities  I  visited  before 
starting  to  look  for  work.  The 
Gray  Line  Tour  covered  all  the 
usual  points  of  interest,  but  as  we 
drove  past  Playland,  we  were 
cautioned  against  going  there. 

Later,  after  getting  a  job  and  a 
place  to  live,  some  guys  from

work  asked  me  to  join  them  one 
evening  to  check  out  the  action  at 
Playland.  I  went  with  them  and 
the  Grey  Line  guide  was  right. 
The  place  was  seedy,  smelly  and 
even  a  bit  sinister.  It’s  been  hard 
for  me  to  understand  how  so 
many  of  the  people  I’ve  met  over 
the  last  40  years  have  such  fond 
memories  of  that  grisly  dank 
place. 

People  tell  me  about  throwing 
birthday  parties  for  their  kids  at 
Playland,  saying  “It  only  cost  me 
75  cents  a  head  and  the  kids  had 
a  lot  of  fun,”  or  they  reminisced 
about  going  there  on  double 
dates  and  riding  the  Big  Dipper, 
visiting  the  Fun  House  and  eating 
Bull  Pup  enchiladas  before  head¬ 
ing  home. 

One  fellow  I  know,  who  lives 
on  30th  Avenue  in  the  Richmond 
District,  told  me  how  he  used  to 
take  his  son  and  his  friends  out 
for  a  walk  to  Ocean  Beach  and 
on  the  way  back  they  would  stop 
at  the  fun  house  so  the  gang 
could  ride  the  slides.  He  says  he 
carried  pockets  full  of  band  aids 
to  treat  their  scrapes.  He  loved  it. 
He  and  the  kids  had  fun. 

Another  friend  remembers  be¬ 
ing  terrified  by  the  mechanical 
woman  Laughing  Sal  at  the  age 
of  8. 

That  crescent  of  land  at  Ocean 
Beach  near  the  Cliff  House  has 
been  home  to  a  variety  of  amuse¬ 
ment  parks  and  other  attractions 
since  1884. 

First,  there  was  the  Ocean 


Beach  Pavilion. 

Then  the  Looft  Brothers  came 
along,  and  in  1912  they  built 
Loofts’  Hippodrome,  where  they 
installed  a  magnificent  carousel 
that  was  built  by  their  father. 

In  1 922,  the  Big  Dipper  roller 
coaster  and  the  Chutes  At  The 
Beach  debuted. 

But  it  was  George  Whitney 
who  put  Playland  At  The  Beach 
on  the  map.  He,  together  with  his 
brother  Leo,  starting  with  a  pho¬ 
to-finishing  concession  and  built 
the  Playland  empire.  In  1926, 
Whitney  became  general  manag¬ 
er  of  the  enterprise  known  as 
Whitney’s  Playland  at  the  Beach. 
By  1942,  through  a  series  of 
shrewd  business  moves  and  hard 
work,  he  extended  his  realm  all 
the  way  to  Fulton  Street.  During 
the  ’30s,  ’40s  and  into  the  ’50s, 
Playland  had  its  heyday.  This  is 
the  time  many  people  remember. 

With  the  It’s  It,  Topsys  Roost, 
Fun  House,  Dodger  Cars  and 
Loop  the  Loop  ride,  it  must  have 
been  great  fun.  Walt  Disney  cer¬ 
tainly  thought  so.  He  came  to 
San  Francisco  for  a  series  of 
meetings  with  Whitney.  In  fact, 
Disney  hired  one  of  Whitney’s 
sons  for  his  “imagineering”  de¬ 
partment. 

But  during  the  ’50s  things  be¬ 
gan  to  go  downhill.  By  1960,  the 
Big  Dipper  was  gone  and  in  1966 
a  mysterious  fire  destroyed  the 
Sutro  Baths  that  were  already  un¬ 
dergoing  demolition.  By  1968, 
Whitney  was  no  longer  operated 
the  facility  and  police  raids,  drug 
busts  and  biker  battles  kept  folks 
away.  In  1972  it  closed  forever. 

But  you  can’t  keep  a  good 
nostalgiacs  down.  The  carousel 
ended  up  at  Yetba  Buena 
Gardens,  Laughing  Sal  went  to 
the  Santa  Cruz  Boardwalk  and 
the  Musee  Mechanique  moved  to 
the  Cliff  House  and  then  to  Pier 
45  at  Fisherman’s  Wharf. 


Over  in  El  Cerrito  a  clever 
chap  named  Richard  Tuck  has 
committed  himself  to  bringing 
back  the  fun  he  and  so  many  oth¬ 
er  people  remember.  Tuck  and 
his  dedicated  band  of  volunteers 
have  been  working  for  the  last 
three  years  on  “Playland  Not  At 
The  Beach,”  a  museum  celebrat¬ 
ing  San  Francisco’s  Playland  and 
other  bygone  amusement  parks. 

Tuck  is  one  of  those  kids  who 
spent  some  of  his  birthdays  at 
Playland  in  the  ’50s.  He  fell  in 
love  with  the  place  and  never 
forgot  the  fun  he  had. 

After  graduating  from  college, 
he  became  an  English  Teacher 
and  a  skilled  amateur  magician. 
Later,  he  began  collecting 
amusement  park  memorabilia 
and  turned  his  home  into  “It 
Must  Be  Magic”  —  a  showcase 
for  his  collections  and  his  magic. 
As  many  as  3,000  visitors  a  year 
joined  in  the  fun. 


He  also  started  a  head-hunting 
firm  now  know  as  Lander 
International.  When  he  decided 
to  get  his  scattered  offices  under 
one  roof,  a  creative  real  estate 
agent  worked  with  him  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  defunct  grocery  store 
building  on  San  Pablo  Avenue  in 
El  Cerrito.  Tuck  proceeded  to 
move  in  many  of  his  collections, 
and  people  started  to  come  by  to 
see  them  and  drop  off  artifacts 
that  they  thought  might  interest 
him.  He  and  his  friends  threw 
parties  for  disadvantaged  youths, 
community  outreach  organiza¬ 
tions  and  even  homeless  grand¬ 
mothers.  Everyone  was  enjoying 
themselves. 

Now  Tuck  and  his  friends  are 
on  the  threshold  of  the  grand 
opening  of  the  “Playland  Not  At 
The  Beach”  museum.  Exhibits 
include  tributes  to  Playland’s

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Richmond  organization  helps 
people  with  low-vision

Beginning  in  1954,  the 
National  Association  for  the 
Visually  Handicapped  has  grown 
from  founder  Loraine  Markey’s 
old  storefront  office  on  Balboa 
Street  to  a  program  that  serves 
people  in  28  senior  centers  across 
the  Western  United  States, 
Alaska  and  Hawaii. 

Jeannine  Toussaint,  the  West 
Coast  program  director,  de¬ 
scribed  the  long  process  of 
changing  people’s  perceptions  re¬ 
garding  the  challenges  of  helping 
people  with  impaired  vision. 

“There’s  a  stigma  attached  to 
it,”  she  said.  “People  who  have 
low  vision  have  trouble  dis¬ 
cussing  it  and  asking  for  help.” 

Chuck  Frushan,  an  assistant  at 
the  center,  said  the  hardest  aspect 
for  people  is  the  feeling  of  a  loss 
of  freedom. 

“They  feel  dependent  on  peo¬ 
ple  and  feel  the  tremendous  loss 
of  mobility.  The  inability  to 
drive,  which  is  such  a  major  so¬ 
cial  force  in  our  society,  is  espe¬ 
cially  hard  and  issues  come  up 
where  they  find  themselves  sud¬ 
denly  dependent  on  family, 
where  before  they  were  able  to 
come  and  go  on  their  own.” 

The  Richmond  District  center, 
still  located  on  Balboa  Street, 
provides  support  in  a  variety  of 
forms,  ranging  from  group  out¬ 
ings  to  technologically  advanced 
devices  designed  to  assist  people 
with  different  levels  of  visual  im¬ 
pairment. 

Toussaint  said  there  are  vari¬ 
ous  kinds  of  visual  impairment, 
ranging  from  total  blindness  to 
blocked  vision  at  the  edges  of 
one’s  eyes  to  dark  spots. 

He  pointed  out  the  difference 
between  a  standard  television  re¬ 
mote  control  and  one  designed 
for  a  person  with  impaired  vi¬ 
sion.  The  standard  remote  was 


small,  with  small  buttons,  while 
the  Tek-Remote  remote  control 
was  several  times  as  large  with 
much  larger  buttons. 

“We  don’t  think  about  issues 
like  this,”  Toussaint  said.  “We 
expect  devices  like  this  to  be 
small  and  to  keep  getting  smaller, 
but  for  people  with  low  vision, 
these  are  crucial  for  giving  them 
their  freedom.” 

To  help  further,  the  center  also 
provides  magnifying  devices,  ex¬ 
tra-large  print  projectors,  books 
on  tape  and  a  large  lending  li¬ 
brary,  featuring  books  with  large 
print.  In  addition,  newspapers 
provide  large-print  editions  that 
the  center  gives  to  its  members. 
The  library  serves  14  states  and 
has  more  than  1 ,000  titles. 

“There  are  over  20  million 
people  in  the  United  States  with 
some  form  of  impaired  vision,” 
Toussaint  said. 

The  center  relies  on  donations 


and  assistance  from  non-profit 
organizations,  rather  than  direct 
government  grants,  and  faces  a 
regular  challenge  of  keeping  up 
with  the  financial  need. 

Frushan,  who  has  a  back¬ 
ground  in  social  work,  says  he 
became  involved  with  helping 
the  visually  impaired  when  he 
lived  with  a  college  roommate 
who  was  going  blind. 

“It  really  changed  things  for 
me,”  he  said.  “People  without  vi¬ 
sion  difficulties  take  certain 
things  for  granted  but  when 
you’re  with  someone  who  has 
difficulties,  it’s  a  completely  dif¬ 
ferent  experience.” 

To  help  raise  money  and 
bring  more  awareness  to  the 
NAVH,  the  center  is  hosting  a 
performance  of  Edna  O  ’Brien 's 
play,  Family  Butcher,  at  the 
Magic  Theatre  on  Sept.  27.  For

would  be  unacceptable,”  Duder- 
stadt  said. 

Because  the  lanes  could  nega¬ 
tively  impact  general  traffic  cir¬ 
culation  and  public  use  of  the 
streets,  voters  will  be  asked  to 
approve  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ments,  which  will  be  listed  as 
Proposition  G  on  the  ballot. 

The  ballot  measure  would  re¬ 
quest  special  permission  to  allow 
the  two-lane  entrance  to  the  park 
at  Ninth  Avenue  to  also  be  the 
entrance  to  the  underground 
garage. 

Proposition  J  prohibits  any  en¬ 
trance-exit  inside  the  park,  so  the 
Golden  Gate  Concourse 
Authority’s  original  plan  was 
challenged  in  court.  Although  the 
court  ruled  last  year  that  a  second 
entrance  to  the  garage  should  be 
built,  it  concluded  that  it  should 
be  located  outside  the  park. 

“It’s  entirely  possible  that  this 
(second  entrance  in  the  park) 
won’t  be  built,”  said  Katherine 
Roberts  of  Trees  Not  Cars,  one 
of  the  groups  involved  in  the  liti¬ 
gation. 

Construction  of  the  garage. 


supported  by  the  M.H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum  and  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences 
as  an  effort  to  increase  patronage, 
began  15  months  ago.  There  will 
be  two  garage  “pods”  with  an  un¬ 
derground  connecting  roadway. 
Each  section  will  accommodate 
400  cars  on  two  levels  and  park¬ 
ing  will  be  fee-based. 

The  de  Young  Museum  is 
scheduled  to  open  its  new  facili¬ 
ties  Oct.  15,  and  the  north  section 
of  the  garage  will  open  in  early 
October.  The  south  garage  will 
open  six  to  eight  weeks  later,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Ron  Miguel,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Concourse  Authority 
board. 

The  amendments  suggested 
by  Mirkirimi  for  the  November 
ballot  will  add  a  section  to  the 
Park  Code  to  read  that  designated 
portions  of  Martin  Luther  King 
Jr.  Drive  shall  not  provide  for 
more  than  one  dedicated  lane  in 
each  direction  for  vehicle  traffic, 
and  the  Administrative  Code  to 
read  that  provided  the  facility  has 
at  least  one  dedicated  entrance- 
exit  located  outside  the  park,  it 
may  have  one  entrance-exit  lo¬ 
cated  inside  the  park  without 


dedicated  lanes. 

As  the  north  entrance  on 
Fulton  Street  is  a  dedicated  en¬ 
trance-exit  located  outside  the 
park,  the  amendments  negate  the 
requirement  for  dedicated  lanes 
beginning  at  Ninth  and  Lincoln 
and  running  along  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.  Drive. 

“As  written,  we  have  nothing 
against  it,  but  they  could  at  a  lat¬ 
er  time  come  back  and  add  the 
dedicated  lanes,”  Duderstadt 
said. 

“In  all  probability  it  won’t 
happen,  but  I  am  not  an  expert  on 
that,”  Miguel  said. 

“When  this  is  completed, 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Drive  is 
going  to  be  a  nightmare,” 
Roberts  said.  “The  park  was  not 
designed  to  accommodate  all 
these  cars.  We  are  opposing  the 
entire  initiative.  Proposition  J 
mandated  there  be  no  entrance- 
exits  inside  the  park.  They 
should  adhere  to  the  original 
wording  of  Proposition  J.”

Plastic  big  part  of  ocean  pollution

ocean  and  publishes  the  newslet¬ 
ter  “Beachcombers  Alert.”  He 
explained  what  is  found  on 
beaches. 

“Plastic  does  not  biodegrade,” 
Ebbesmeyer  said.  “After  a  while, 
it  becomes  pieces  that  can’t  be 
caught  in  Charlie  Moore’s  nets.  It 
gets  into  the  food  chain.” 

Hannah  Nevins,  beachcomber 
coordinator  with  Moss  Landing 
Marine  Laboratories,  has  found 
many  dead  seabirds’  stomachs 
stuffed  with  plastic.  Scientists 
don’t  know  whether  the  plastic  is 
poisoning  the  birds  or  if  they’re 
simply  starving  to  death  because 
the  material  is  blocking  their  ac¬ 
cess  to  prey. 

Moore  said  laysan  albatross 
chicks  are  also  frequent  victims 
of  plastic-bounty  starvation. 

“They  die  from  false  feelings 
of  satiation,  which  result  from 
being  fed  bottle  caps,  cigarette 
lighters  and  toys,  which  they 
cannot  regurgitate  so  they  stop 
begging  their  parents  for  food,” 


he  said. 

“There’s  a  whole  bunch  of 
chemicals  in  plastics  that  mimic 
estrogen,”  Ebbesmeyer  said.  “If  a 
male  mammal  ingests  them, 
you’re  altering  the  balance  be¬ 
tween  testosterone  and  estrogen; 
you  wind  up  with  populations 
worldwide  where  the  males  are 
becoming  less  male.” 

Marine  debris  has  adversely 
affected  at  least  267  species 
worldwide,  including  86  percent 
of  sea  turtle  species,  44  percent 
of  sea  bird  species  and  43  per¬ 
cent  of  marine  mammal  species, 
primarily  through  ingestion,  star¬ 
vation,  suffocation,  and  entangle¬ 
ment,  according  to  D.W.  Laist  in 
the  book  “Marine  Debris-Sour¬ 
ces,  Impacts,  and  Solutions.” 

The  National  Academy  of 
Sciences  estimates  that  6.4  mil¬ 
lion  tons  of  litter  enter  the 
world’s  oceans  each  year. 
Globally,  plastic  accounts  for  60 
to  95  percent  of  that  waste,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  2002  report  in  the 
“Marine  Pollution  Bulletin,”  by 
J.G.B.  Derraik. 


According  to  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  5.5  percent  of  the  plastic 
consumed  in  the  United  States  in 
2001  was  recycled.  Increasingly, 
products  are  made  of  composite 
materials  and  plastics,  making 
them  even  harder  to  recycle. 

Once  in  the  ocean,  cleaning 
up  the  plastic  pollution  is  literally 
impossible. 

“It’s  like  trying  to  put  dust 
back  into  a  bottle.  Once  it’s  out, 
it’s  out,”  said  Ebbesmeyer.  “The 
only  way  we  have  is  to  control 
the  source.” 

A  three-year  test  study  in 
Southern  California  conducted 
by  the  AMRF  and  funded  by  the 
California  State  Water  Resources 
Control  Board  is  examining  ways 
to  drastically  reduce  the  amount 
of  municipal  waste  flowing  down 
rivers  and  out  into  the  ocean. 

But  the  ultimate  solution  may 
be  to  change  the  way  plastic  is 
formulated. 

Steve  Mojo,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  Biodegradable  Products 
Institute,  said  in  three  to  five 
years,  “there  will  be  plastics  that 
will  serve  as  a  food  source  for 
animals  and  microorganisms  in 
the  marine  environment  that  will 
biodegrade  safely,  much  like  nat¬ 
ural  materials.” 

However,  these  products  are 
planned  to  break  down  in  cold, 
wet  environments.  They  will  dif¬ 
fer  in  composition  from  the  com¬ 
postable  plastics  already  on  the 
market,  which  decompose  in 
warm,  damp  environments. 
Compostable  plastics  intended 
for  municipal  compost  bins  don’t 
break  down  in  the  way  they’re 
designed  to  when  they  end  up  in 
the  cold  ocean. 

Regardless,  Mojo  said  the 
world  will  eventually  move  away 
from  petroleum-based  plastics  as 
oil  prices  continue  to  rise. 

But  for  now,  Moore  said,  “A 
‘plastic  curtain’  of  ignorance  ex¬ 
ists  about  plastics’  chemical  con¬ 
stituents  and  environmental  im¬ 
pacts.” 

It’s  that  curtain  the  Langs 
hope  to  lift  with  their  art. 

“Beauty  and  making  interest¬ 
ing  things  to  look  at  is  an  effec¬ 
tive  way  to  create  an  environ¬ 
mental  message,”  said  Judith.

I  am  always  amazed  at  how 
richly  blessed  we  are  here  in  the 
Richmond  District. 

We  live  in  a  city  complete 
with  wonderful  stores,  interesting 
events  and  businesses  of  every 
kind,  including  some  of  the  best 
and  most  diverse  restaurants  in 
the  city.  I  can  have  a  fantastic 
meal  of  virtually  any  kind  of  eth¬ 
nic  food  within  easy  walking  dis¬ 
tance  of  my  Richmond  District 
flat.  Good  prices,  welcoming  at¬ 
mospheres  and  places  of  longevi¬ 
ty  are  evident  on  every  block.

The  staff 
is  polite  and  offers  delicate  but 
thorough  service  while  maintain¬ 
ing  a  friendly  and  inviting  atmo¬ 
sphere. 

The  Chiang  Mai  lunch  menu 
(available  Monday  through 
Friday)  features  rice  and  noodle 
plates  that  are  slightly  smaller 
versions  of  selected  dinner  menu 
items  for  very  reasonable  prices, 
around  $6.

salads,  soups,  curries,  poultry, 
beef,  pork,  seafood,  vegetarian 
dishes,  noodles  and  special 
chef’s  favorite  selections.  There 
is  a  dish  for  every  desire  and  din¬ 
ers  are  always  welcome  to  speci¬ 
fy  the  level  of  “heat,”  or  spici¬ 
ness,  of  their  dish. 

During  my  last  trip  to  chiang 
Mai,  I  started  off  with  Tom  Kha 
Gai,  the  classic  chicken  coconut 
milk  soup  that  is  laden  with  exot¬ 
ic  flavors,  such  as  galangal,  straw 
mushrooms,  sweet  onions,  lime 
juice,  cilantro,  lemongrass  and 
kaffir  lime  leaves.  I  guess  some 
people  would  say  the  flavors  are 
a  bit  pungent,  but  for  me  it  is  a 
most  awesome  chicken  soup.  The 
tender  poached  chicken  is  skin¬ 
less  and  boneless  resulting  in  a 
rich  soup  broth.  The  dish  will 


serve  at  least  two  people  and  at 
$6.95,  it  is  a  great  deal. 

Being  a  genuine  peanut  sauce 
lover,  I  also  ordered  the  Param 
Long  Srong  Nuer.  This  tasty  mix 
of  thin  sliced  beef,  green  beans, 
cabbage  and  spinach  is  topped 
with  a  generous  amount  of  spicy 
peanut  sauce.  The  blend  is  heady, 
hearty,  satisfying  and  has  an 
amazing  burst  of  flavor.  The 
large  portion  feeds  at  least  two 
people  for  $8.95. 

The  deep-fried  pompano  is 
one  of  the  more  expensive  offer¬ 
ings,  but  is  well  worth  the  price 
of  $11.95.  The  whole  flounder  is 
flash  deep  fried  until  the  skin  is 
crispy  and  tasty.  The  resulting 
thin  layer  of  flaky,  sweet  white 
fish  is  easily  fileted  from  the 
bone  and  the  whole  dish  is 
topped  with  a  spicy  chili  basil 
sauce. 

To  complete  your  meal,  order 
the  traditional  white  sticky  rice, 
wine,  beer  or  Thai  iced  tea.  Thai 
desserts  are  available  as  a  finale.

have  in  the  past  few  years,  sellers 
need  to  be  extra  careful  during 
the  sales  process  concerning  con¬ 
tractual  language  and  disclo¬ 
sures. 

Usually,  when  property  prices 
are  increasing,  the  number  of  real 
estate  lawsuits  tend  to  decrease 
because  buyers  who  find  some 
defects  a  number  of  years  later, 
their  properties  have  appreciated 
enough  so  that  they  are  happy  to 
fix  the  property. 

But,  when  prices  are  flat  or 
decreasing  and  buyers  think  they 
paid  too  much  for  their  proper¬ 
ties,  they  will  look  toward  the 
sellers  and/or  agents  for  financial 
help  to  mitigate  the  issues.  Often, 
this  process  results  in  arbitration 
or  a  lawsuit. 

In  today’s  market,  we  are  get¬ 
ting  to  that  point  so  sellers, 
agents  and  attorneys  must  pay 
more  attention  to  the  details  of 
the  transactions  and  to  make  sure 
everything  is  legal. 

Most  of  the  complaints  we  see 
as  real  estate  brokers  are  for  non¬ 
disclosures.  In  every  residential 
transaction  of  four  units  and  less, 
with  the  exception  of  probate, 
trust  and  foreclosure  sales,  a 
transfer  disclosure  statement  is 
required  to  be  given  from  the 
sellers  to  the  buyers.  And,  in 
many  cases,  a  more  detailed  sup¬ 
plemental  transfer  disclosure 
statement  is  also  completed  and 
given  to  the  buyers. 

Sellers  need  to  go  through  and 
answer  all  the  questions  careful¬ 
ly.  Remember,  if  in  doubt,  dis¬ 
close  more  rather  than  less.  If 
there  is  not  enough  space  in  the 
paperwork  to  disclose  complete¬ 
ly,  use  an  addendum  or  another 
form  to  provide  more  details. 
Sometimes,  sellers  ask  if  they 
need  to  disclose  a  certain  item. 
Just  the  fact  that  they  mention  it 
is  probably  cause  to  disclose  it 
because  you  never  know  what 
the  potential  buyers  are  con¬ 
cerned  about. 

Some  agents  carry  errors  and 
omissions  (E&O)  insurance.  The 
insurance  carriers  have  minimum 
educational  requirements  for 
agents,  and  most  companies  that

carry  E&O  insurance  will  have 
risk  management  programs  for 
agents,  educating  them  on  cur¬ 
rent  legal  issues  and  how  to  min¬ 
imize  risk.  If  sellers  are  sued  in  a 
transaction,  chances  are  high  that 
the  agents  will  also  be  bought 
into  the  lawsuit. 

Since  real  estate  contracts  are 
legal  documents  with  conse¬ 
quences,  I  would  suggest  that 
buyers  and  sellers  have  access  to 
good  real  estate  attorneys  in  the 
event  that  legal  counsel  is  re¬ 
quired.  Chances  are,  you  will  not 
need  to  use  them,  but  it  is  better 
to  know  that  you  have  access  to 
someone  when  you  need  them, 
rather  than  scrambling  to  find 
someone  when  the  need  arises. 

Correcting  problems  after  the 
close  of  escrow  are  messy  and 


costly.  It  is  better  to  disclose  and 
deal  with  problems  during  the 
transaction  rather  than  after. 

The  worst  that  can  happen  is 
the  transaction  falls  apart  and 
you  have  to  re-market  the  proper¬ 
ty.  In  the  long  run,  this  is  a  better 
solution  than  getting  embroiled 
in  a  bitter  legal  battle  after  the 
close  of  escrow. 

Happy  selling.  My  wish  is  that 
none  of  you  ever  get  involved  in 
a  lawsuit,  as  it  is  no  fun  and  a 
tremendous,  emotionally-drain¬ 
ing  experience.

The  festival  is  a  tune  to  eat.  re¬ 
lax  and  reflect  on  our  many  blessings 
Living  in  the  Sunset  District,  you  may 
have  noticed  the  seasonal  appearance  of 
moon  cakes  -  intricately  designed  golden 
pastries  filled  with  sweet  red  beans,  lotus- 
seed  paste,  nuts  or  dates  in  bakeries  and 
shops  along  Irving  Street  Some  cakes 
contain  one  or  more  salted  egg  yolks 
While  the  yolks  are  an  acquired  taste  for 
some,  they  symbolize  luck,  fertility  and 
the  autumn  moon's  golden  glow 

These  traditions  and  the  message  they 
carry  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  Chinese 
community,  and  I  feel  it  is  important  to 
celebrate  them  locally,  as  well  as  to  share 
them  across  cultures
